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Big Snow, First 


In Long Time 


Following some disagreeable 
& cold weather toward the end 
# of last week, a quiet, heavy 
snow fell Sunday afternoon and 
evening, and buried the district 
to a depth of about 12 to 14 in¬ 
ches locally lying where it fell 
and Monday had the tops of 
fence posts decorated with a 
beautiful white cap. The fall 
seemed to inrease in depth near 
er the mountains, and Cardston 
reported two inches deeper than 
we had, and in the foothills dist 
rict a few miles west of Card¬ 
ston travel with cars was out of 
fthe question entirely and old 
Dobbin was rung into service 
to get people around the country 
side. 

The snow is welcomed by ev¬ 
eryone, and the way it has re¬ 
mained on the ground without 
blowing has been of very great 
benefit to everyone as th‘e 
ground is very dry, and writer 
supplies in lakes & storage dams 
is nil. Another nice thing about 
no wind is the fact that had it 
drifted, there would have been 
veritable mountains of snow in 
places and roads would have 
been impassable. A Chinook has 
been in the offing ever since 
Monday afternoon, but up to 
daylight Thursday morning had 
rtot arrived, and while the we¬ 
ather was not sclvere it was 
sharp enough to need good 
warm clothing. 

There was some inconvenien¬ 
ce to stockmen and sheepmen. 
The short grass made it necess¬ 
ary for feeding to be done, but 
even at that the benefits from 
the snow will more than offset 
the trouble from feeding. Leth¬ 
bridge reported only between 
5 and 6 inches of snow from the 
fall and it was not so heavy 
in the district to the east. 

It is years since such a gen¬ 
erous supply of snow has fallen 
at once and everyone is hopeful 
that it may be the beginning 
of another cycle of wet years 
and the replenishment of water 
storage supplies both in the 
mountains and in dams and re¬ 
servoirs- 

Since this report of the storm 
was written the south west 
wind has had an inning and 
the beauiful blanket of snow 
has been rolled into huge drifts 
and piles that blocked roads and 
made motoiin* next to imposs¬ 
ible and anything buf pleasant. 
This morning the w'nd is warm¬ 
er and a great deal of snow is 
melting, but drifts still grow as 
loose snow i s gathered up and 
piled on them. 


SUPPLEMENTS NEEDED 
FOR WINTER FEEDING

Dr. O. McConkey of, the On¬ 
tario Agriculturai College, at 
Guelph, strikes a note of timely 
warning 'in a recent bulletin 
when he says: “In the drought 
areas of the province mineral 
deficiency troubles with live¬ 
stock will be more acute during 
the winter feeding period ol 
1936-37, because * phosphorous 
is not readily taken in by plants 
during dry seasons. The winter 
feeds will contain less* phosphor¬ 
ous than usual, and it will be a 
wise precaution to start feeding 
a recognized mineral supplement 
earl v in the stable f0eding per¬ 
iod and so prevent trouble and 
loss/? 

4 “Hay”, says Dr. McConkey, 
“is the most valuable crop grown 
in Ontario; it covers 30 p.c. of 
tlve cultivated acreage . . Some 
farmers are producing hay 
which is four times higher in 
protein than others, and a con¬ 
siderable percentage of our hay 
is too low in the essential miner¬ 
als to maintain healthy animals.’ 

**iere is no need to pay fancy 
prices for mineral supplements 
Vne necessary minerals, supp¬ 
lied in proper fbrm and balance 
are not costly, with the excep¬ 
tion of iodine; but this element, 
fortunately, is required in only 
very small amount.
